Ghoſt woulde haue noted it in the 7. to 
the Hebre wes, where he deſcrybeth hun 
ſo largely, Fo2 if it had figured ſo greate 
a mpllerp as they account their malle to 
bee, the holy Ghoſt woulde not haue ſet 
ſo light by it, as to haue ſapde ncuer a 
wozd of it. Melchixedech bought fooꝛth 
bꝛead, but they deny their ſacriſice to bee 
bꝛead, but the body ofch2ift: In denying 
their wafar cake to be bzead , they ſaye 
truely ,fo2 it is a paltry thing, not mo- 
ning the ſenſes of the reteauers to that 
conſideration it ſhould: Beſides that, u 
hath beene made as many w2ight,of bad 
confettions,as dogs greaſe. And ſome 


of their aunteſtoꝛs befoze tyme made 
their ſkuffe with infants bloed, and ſome 
with moze filthy e abhominable things 
then are here to be named .

noted, that the Lozde doth alwvaies p20- 
uide fo2 thoſe that trauaile in his buſy- 
neſſe, and take pames to deliner the op- 
pꝛeſſed. as .

noted he gaue God theſe titles, beeing

what a happye and bleſſed thing it is 
fo: Gods childzen, whoſe kingdome and 
inheritance is not vpon the earth but 
in heauen, where no tyzannous oppꝛeſ⸗ 
fours can trouble and annop: on the os 
ther fide what a wofull chaunge (hall 
theſe oppzeſling tyꝛants make, which 
ſap, now pcarthis theirs to ſerue their 
hiſts, and then they muſt anſwere to the 
p2ofciſo: of it, and mult flit to hell fron 
the earth ſo2 their abuſing it. So eMel- 
chi edech ended his ſpeech with thankſ⸗ 
giuing. and peelding the glozye of that 
triumph vnto God fo; the victozye as to 
hun was due, and theſc were the Pꝛin⸗ 
cipall notes which J gaue then as 1 
remember. Now it reſteth befoze wes 
enter into the hiſtoꝛie ofthe king of So- 
dome, that we conſider what e bram did 
to MelchiJedech: Tie holy Gholt ſaith, 
A bram gage him Tyth of all, wherein 
he giueth vs to conſider that e bram be 
ing l:ghtened by Gods ſpirite , ſawe in 
Melchixedech ſome moꝛe excellent thing 
then is oꝛdinarilye found in men, and 
therefoꝛe he gaue him an extraozdinarys 
entertainment, and pzeſented hun with 
ſuch a pꝛeſent, as we reade not of in the 
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 Dcripfures,vntill we come fo this plate 


therefoze that we may the better dnder- 


tand it, let vs obſerue. Firſt, what it is 
that is giuen, namely Tythes. @ccond- 


ly, to whom it was giuen, to Meichize- 
dech. Thirdly by whome they were gy- 
uen, by Abram, and Fourthly, wheroof 
theſe Tythes were, which are ſet dewn 
by the holye Ghoſt in the epiſtle to the 
Hebrewes 7. to be of the ſpoyles which As 
bram had gotten in the Marres, as ap- 
peareth in p fourth verſe. Tythes were 
a poꝛtion which the Lode reſerued to 
him ſelfe to be paide lo himſelfe,by them 
to whome he gaue the poſſcſſion of the 
earth, and the enioping of Earthlye 
bleGings ,fo Moiſes ſaith Leuit. 27. 30. 
The tith is the Lords it is holy to the Loyd. 
Do Jacob laid, ene. 28,22, Of all thou 
ſhalt gine me, I will giue t he tenth to thee, 
which thing was yceided as a teſtimo- 
nie of their gratefull  thanke ull minds 


to him that beſtowed thoſe benefites vp⸗ 


pon them, and as an acknowledgement 
that all they had was the Loꝛdes, and 
they held the ſame of him in chicfe . Foz

it is here noted that it was to (Melchi. 


⁊edech, an axcellent perſon, a figure of 
C hꝛiſt, the ſonne of God, a chopce man 
placed by the Loꝛd, as it were in his own 
roome, to take homage of A bram fo; 
the Loꝛds right, and thus the Lo2d hath 
delt in ſundzo places of the ſcripture, ap- 
pointing diuers ſonnes of men to bee 
his deputies, to receaue reliefe of thoſe 
outward ſignes of the in warde honour 
due vnto him ſelfe,of which ſoꝛtes there 
bee p2incipally foure. Firſt, the Leuite i 
appointed to teach Gods people , who 
being firſt curſed by Jacob foz the bladi- 
nelle of the handes of Leui, and left wyth 
out any tribe o2 tnheritance, but to bet 
deuided in Jacob, and ſcattered in //-ael!, 
en. 49. 7. their handes were after ſanc- 
ified of the Loꝛd fo2 ſhe wing their lone 
$eale to the Loꝛd, in killing the wola- 
ters which had woꝛſhipped pcalfe. The 
curſe of deuiding x ſcatterimg, the Lo2de 
applied as a meanes that his law might 
be taught meuery coꝛner of 7/-ae!/, and 
the loſſe of tgeꝛr inheritance hee recom

third ſozt are kings, whome the Lo2de 
hath places in his cwne roome, to guide 
and aouerne his people, as Samuell ſapde 
when the prople would needes haue a 
Ring, he will take the tenth of your ſede 
and ol pour fteldes and giue it to his Eu- 
nuches and to his ſeruants ./. Sam. . 15. 
The fourth ſoꝛt, were the childꝛen of the 
Pꝛophetes trapned vp at ſchools at 
Rama, and ſuch other places as Uniuer- 
ſities, that they might be the apfer foz 
the matters of the Lozd;as map bee ga- 
thered by ſundzy places of the ſcriptures, 
Next tommeth fo be conſidered ; who 
payd Tythes:namelp e-4bream:wherin 
the autho2 to the Hebrewes, noteth what 
an excellent man elchizedech was, to 
whom Aram the Patriark paid tithes: 
but farre moꝛe excellent is the King- 
dome and P:eſthcod of Th:ſt, figured 
by e HelchiJedech:he allo doth teach vs 
that the end and abeliſhing of the pꝛieſt⸗ 
boode of Leut was figured in this, _ 
| ens

Leui in the loinesof Abrahã paid Tithes 
to Melchizedech, This àlſo was figured 
in that the pꝛieſtes, 4 Leuites paid tithes 
(of thoſe Tythes which were bꝛought 
them) to the high pꝛieſt( who was alſo a 
figure of Chꝛiſt) Num. 18. 26. Laſtly in 
this text we are to note whereof he payd 
tythes, which the holy Ghoſt fo the Zeb, 
7.4.anſwereth to be of the ſpoplcs gottẽ 
by his hames, There were ſundzie ſoꝛts 
of Zythes payed, as of the fruites of the 
ground, ok the gaines of their handes, ⁊ 
of the encreaſe of their Cattel, whereby 
we lee the great care that God had foz 
the Leuites in pꝛouiding, fo2 theni that 
had no inheritance of their owne : fo 
that as the people of ae! had encreaſe 
of any fruites, the Leuite attending vp- 
on religion, had their poꝛtion of the 
ſame, Xs theſe tithes were of diners 
ſogts, ſo were they diuerſly paid, of ſome 
they paidꝛ the firſt fruites, of ſome the 
third, of ſome the tenth: ſome were paid 
in monp, 3 ſome otherwiſe, whereby we 
fee that the holy ghoſt ſpeaking of tythes 
is not alwates to be vnderſtod af tenths 
ſome do take it, but thele Tythes _ 
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of the fruits gotten by Abram his hands. 
Thus haue vou heard the ſumme ofthis 
text. But now it 1s conuenient (this be- 
ing the firſt time that we finde the mat⸗ 
ot Tythes, ſpoken of ſince wee began 
this booke of Gezeſis) that we ſhould ens 
ter deeper into theſe woꝛdes and learne 
ſomewhat out of them fo2 our ſelues. 
Which matter J would gladly paſſe o- 
ner fo2 the auoyding of falſe ſurmiſe s 4 
ſiniſter repoꝛts, but that our Dauicar in 
that commiſſion giuen in the latter end 
oithe 28. after Mathew, giucth com- 
mandement, ſaping: Teach them to doe 
al that I haue commanded you: And the As 
poſtle Paul in the Act. ⁊c. cap. 2 6. ( 27. 
verſes pꝛoteſteth that he is free from the 
bloude of all men, foz that he kept no⸗ 
thing backe, but had ſhe wed them al the 


/ counſel of God : the miniſter thercfozs 
mull teach al that Chꝛiſt hath comman- 


ded, euen all the councels of God reuea- 
led in his wozd, and hee that keepeth 
them backe, ſhall be found guiltic both 
of the bzeach of the commandement 
of Chaift , and allo of the bloud of his 


- - Locke. The Palto; mo | 
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fe2c,andyou mult learne not onelye ts 
know the duetie ofa Piziſter to his peo- | 
ple, but allo of the people towardes their 
miniſter. Yowloener therefo:s the doc- 
trine delmered, ſhall be miſtaken oz 
wzefted,yet the truth muſt bee deline- 
red, let men fake it as they wpll , the 
L.02d will gine it ſuch ſucceſſe as he ſhall 
thinke beſt. Dome peraduenture will 
aſke what this matter of tythes apper- 
taineth to the miniſterie now: and will 
(to ſane their goods) ſap, that theſe were 
ceremoniall lawes, and ſo were abꝛoga⸗ 
ted by Ch2iſkes comming. To whome J 
an\were,that the Lo2de(ofthat poꝛtion 
reſerued vento himlelfe) appointed ſoms 
part to the Leuites fo2 the mayntenancs 
of the miniſtery about the Lo2ds wozke. 
and ſome part ot them fo2 the ſacryfices 
of meate offeringes, dzinke offeringes, 
ſinne offeringes, tre ſpaſſe offerings, and 
peate offeringes:this laſt part foz the ſa⸗ 
crifices was teremoniall, and ſo Chꝛiſte 
the body being come, the ſhadowes are 
ended. But this, that homage bes dong 
to the Ning ol all Minges, and that the 
mynyltrys be maintained fo; the —

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ting fozth of the true wozſhip of GDD, 
and ſuppꝛeſling of all falſe wozthips , is 
not teremomall but mozall,and ſhall ſo 
long continue as any face of a Church

therefoze that Chall ſay that this is alto- 
: gither ceremoniall and ended by Chiiſt, 

7 ſaith py Chꝛiſt is a hinderer, andleſſe care- 
2 fullfoz the miniſtry of the Goſpell , then 
he was foz the exerciſe of figures & ſha- 
7 bows vnder the law. But many of thele 


men which ſo willinglye woulde haue 
this lawe foz the maintenance at ths 


' naniſtrie to be diſanulled as ceremonp- 


all, and pet do like inough, eto much of 


dther ceremonies, not snelpe Jewiſhe, 
but Wntichziſtian and Popiſh, euen ta-

ken frem the heathen, do hereby declare 
that it is not the ceremony, which they

Freely ye haue receyued, freely giue, ſo far 
they haue learned, but no further, foz 
that it ſerued not their purpole: Foꝛ our 
Sauisur left not his Apoſtles without 
their pꝛoniſion in this their painefull 
tourney , but in the ſame chapter ap- 
pointed ineuery citie where they ſhould 
come, that they ſhould be receyuedinto 
the houſes of them that were woꝛthie. 
and that pꝛouiſion ſhould be ſet befoze 
them fo2 their maintenance, but if thep 
found not places fit foꝛ that peace they 
beought, they ſhould ſhake the duſt from 
their feots to bes a witneſle of greater

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light vpon Sodom and Gomorrhe: 15nt les 

are thoſe houſes that ſuch men holde and 
keepe,whers the miniſter may be receiney

there any Chꝛiſtian p2ince in the pzmas |: 
tiue Church, that by law appointed main» ' 
tenance fo2 the miniſters, yet Abram paid, 
the Apoſtles e biſheps after them were 
pꝛouided foʒ. But to come nerer to ſee how 
they muſt be paid. This muſt be paid reli- 
giouſly, readily and liberally : religiouſly 
as to God foz the enlarging of his king- 
dome, the defence ofthe trueth, and mainte 
nace ot his true wo2ſhip, It mult be done | 
readilyin time conuenient, 4 of a willing 
minde. It muſt be done liberally, that the 
miniſter be not dꝛiuen to ack his calling 
and to employ his time in other thinges, 
thereby to get his hiuing : by this liberalli⸗ 
tis J mean not y they ſhould be glutted vsß 
with datatics 4 maintapned „ 
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fo: that is as great a miſchiefe on the ofher 
fide. Foz when Satan can not ſtop h̊ pꝛea⸗ 
ching of the goſpel by pennury & ſcaccitie, 
then he tryeth to choake 4 (mother it with 
the glo2y ofthe wozld , and this way alas 
he doth to much pꝛeuaile. But thogh thers 
be ſome either made flow of ſpeach,o2 a'to- 
gether tong-ticd by this God Mammon x 
ſo bewitched , that thep can like better of 
miniſters that liue as Athieſts, dꝛunkerds, 
wantons x old doting pꝛieſtes, then they 
do of paineful t ſincere pꝛeachers, vet it is 
a wonder to ſe with what curſing e ſwea 
ring, ow llackly | flowlp, + with what 
pinching and ſparing the reſt haue their 
poꝛtions, vnleſſe they had all conſpired to 
ouerth;owe the miniſtry .
